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EDOUARD WOLFF 


Epouarp Wotrr, an intimate friend of Chopin, was born 
at Warsaw, in Poland, in 1816, and died in Paris, where he 
was highly esteemed as a pianist, in 1880. His early studies 
were pursued under the same tutors as Chopin, and his later 
association with this master had a great influence upon his 
compositions, which possess, in a degree, similar characteristics. 
He was, however, in no sense an imitator, as his talent evinces 
a grace and melodic charm quite free from any charge of 
plagiarism. That they possess musical interest and pedagogic 
value, the musical profession will easily recognize from the 
pieces that the transcriber has here presented in a more 
modern garb. To have rescued such works of merit from 
unmerited neglect will, of itself, be sufficient reward for any 
effort the transcriber has put forth.
